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1, The airfield north of the Stolp-Reitz (P 55/1 09) road extended about 1,000 
to 1,200 meters from east ty west and about 1,50C meters from orth to south, 
The landing field and the surroundings were level. Reitz Forest is located 
directly east of the field. In the spring of 1.950 repair work wac being done 
on three damaged hanvars in the southwestern corner of the field. In 19h9/ 
1950 the woods between the road to Jeiderzin and Jeseritz were being cleared, 
probably for an extension of the field. In the summer of 1947, avow> 20 
biplanss were parked on the edcre cf the field. io aircraft or scléiess have 
been seen there since LOG, # 


2. A large airfield was located between Stolp-Birkow (P SA" 99) and Ulrichsfelde 
( 55/% 98). There was intensive flying by birlanes and small monoplanes. Not 
more than three planes wera aloft at the same time. A farmhouse in Ulrichse 
feide was ceeupied by about 20 Polish soldiers who rere assigned to the field, 
It was repeatedly bbserved that soldiers of the Stoly Polish officers! sekocl 
marched to the field in groups of about 50 men. They wore two silver sleave
